I iato it and exrludtng all tha light. The two 
‘ fasten together with a clasp-Ataple and lock 
I and key. The cupboard or hive stands in 
I the chamber of my horse bam with a spout 
runniug from its bottom part through a 
space made for tbe purpose about six inches 
wide. Where the bees enter from the out- 
side tbe chute should be much smaller than 
nearer the cupboard, with tho tup board 
; three-fourths of an inch shorter than the 
I bottom, so that tho bees can alight before 
' entering the cupboard. The spout extends 
about SIX inches from the barn. 

There is a largi> body of bees tn the cup- 
board, probably half a bunbel or more. 
They breed the same as in other hives but 
uever swarm, for the ruasou that they have 
plenty of room. I have never Ix'en troubled 
with millers. My bet>s have been iu tbe 
same cupboard .for fourteen .vears and they 
I give us quantitu-s of honey for family use 
and for friends. The sweets can not be 
j taken out until frosty inoriiiiigs. 1 never 
use any boxes, as the shelves are used by 
I the bees for the honey I pr»*for this mctli- 
I od to all others bi'i’anse I can not spend m.v 
^ ti'ac as a bce-keepi'r. and by this system 
' got a good supply of the sweets with no 
I trouble. No horns blow in haying time to 
' call mo home to hive tho bees. In cold 
weather there is no trouble except that tbe 
, bees ure sometiimm tempted to fly on warm 
i days. They should b«> shut in until tho 
weather Is warm enough for them to leave 
I witliuul becoming chilled. 

Perhaps for the honey loving farmer’s 
family who do not caro to trouble with bees 
and yet wish enough of tho delicacy for 
borne use, this is the most simple and pref- 
erable way of getting it. When honey la 
desired in warn weather tlie bees can be 
I renderetl teniporaril.v stupid with smoke, 

I care being taken, of course, not to smoke 
I ibem too much nor set the barn afire. 

Iluw to l*ark Apples. 

Country shippers and pui.-kcrs of apples 
should make It a point to |iack thrir fruit 
houesU.v; that is, have the fruit run alike 
all through tho barrel. Do not endeavor to 
cause doceptioD by placing good, soAind, 
large fruit on tho top and bottom of the 
barrel and till in tho middle with a lot of 
gnarly, wormy and deca.ved fruit. It does 
uot pay. Tbe deeeptiou is easily detected 
upon investigation, and merchants do not 
care to have fraud practised upon them, 
neither do they caro to practice it on their 
uustoiners. 

Full reguiatiou-aUod barrels should be 
used. Take tbe barrel, ono head out, nail 
the hoops, and break off the ends of the 
nails at tbe inside; place a layer or tier 
of apples, fair, smooth and bright, as closely 
us possible, stems downward, on the lower 
end. then flU up a basket lull at a time, 
throwing out small, wormy, gnarly and 
windfall apples, and thah ng Uis barrtl wrU 
after each deposit until It is full two inctiea 
above tlie rim ; place tbe head squarely on 
tbe apples, and with a screw or luver-preas 
force it Into placo and noil securely. Turn 
over the barrel and mark name of apple With 
red or black led, or stencil, tear <n mind 
that, to be shipped safely, fruit must be 
packed ttgM, to prevent rattliug or bruising. 

In shipping apples the first of the season 
— early varieties -shippers should see that 
openings are cut on tbe side of tbe barrels 
and also In both ends, to admit of free dr- : 
culatlon of air, which will greatly help to 
bring apples through In good condition dur- 
g warm weather. * 

Falaeo Cars for Heas , 

One of the latest improvements In tbe 
transportation of poultry is a patent palace 
car on tbe Lackawanna railroad, designed 
for the couveyanre of live fowl. According 
to the Uattwag Ktw», tbe car ia two feet 
higher than the ordinary freight car, con- 
tains IIU compartments, each one four feet 
square, in u series of eight decks, with an 
oialo running through it crosswise and an- 
other 000 lengthwise. The capacity of the 
car la from 8,500 to 4,500 fowla, according to 
tbe season of tho year. By a system of drop 
decke the fowls are loaded and unloaded at , 
the bottom of the car, the tidee of wbicb ' 
are of etong wire netting, in which are tha ' 
doora to tha several compartments. On the 
top of the car in the center ie a water tank 
largo enough to euppl.v a full load on a jour- 
ney of 8,000 miles. Each compartment is 
supplied on three sidea with abundant food ' 
and water, by a system of troughs and boee i 
that Is easily worked on the Inside, no mat- 
ter bow great a speed the train may be go- ; 
ing at The food it oerried in a box or tank i 
beneath the car. }
